Aft- 
er Ernest had examined the suspect 
held (here Detective Finley announc- 
ed that the man is surely Young, the 
man wanted for the murder of Mrs. 
Pulitzer. 


f The suspect hourly becomes more 
nervous and at times his condition is 
pitiful. Most of the time (he spends 
sitting on his cell bea<eth fwith his 
face covered 'by his hands, ibut toe 
twitches spasmodically and some- 
times he is noticed to shake violent* 
ly. 


'Now and then 'he paces up and 


down the cell, stopping occasionally 
and casting anxious glances aibout 
fcim. 


The authorities are maintaining 13ie 


closest possible watch over (the man. 
Commenting upon his demeanor one 
of the officials said this afternoon: 


"If this mail is not Young, it is 


certain that he has some reason for 
fear." 
DETAILS OF IDENTIFICATION. 
Tho following details of the identi- 


fication were obtained, Ernest is em- 
ployed as a sign -painter or artist at 
•a -physical culture school In Brook- 
lyn. .Some itime ago William Hooper 
Young wias employed there in ad- 
dressing circular envelopes and Ern- 
est thus became acquainted ywiftflx him. 
After examining the suspaot closely 
Ernest saAd: "I am sure he is Young. 
~H5s~"(hair is the same; Shis mouth is 
the same; his voice1 is ftfoe &ame; his 
hands are the same. I am positive 
about it. With the moustache gone 
I do not want to swear just n'ow tthat 
this man Is Young, but I am sure that 
I cannot 'be mistaken*" 


Detective Finley -was categorical in 


his statements. He staid: "It is 
certain that we ihave ithe man. I 'have 
ordered »the man iheld 'by .the Connec- 
ticut authoriies, fand I have just fwir- 
ed New Y'ork for a boy who will 
merely come ton to corroborate the 
identification made by Ernest. The 
<1boy summoned is a .bath attendant 
who daily xubbed William Hooper 
Young. The 'boy as expected late to- 
day. The prisoner did not stand the

OIVOES OUT DETAILS. 


NO VEHICLES DOWN TOWN 


STREETS ABOUT COURT HOUSE 


TO BE ROPED OFP, 


Superintendent Gorsline will today 


issue a circular which will detail the 
regulations which will govern the 
use of streets in the down town Dis- 
trict and along the line of march dur- 
ing tihe president's visit tomorrow. 
He hopes to piepnre the circular in 
time for publication in today's press, 
but may fail in that, so he outlined 
the general tenor of the order, which 
is subject to slight alterations. 
The 


full text will be printed in tomorrow 
morning's Journal-Gazette and the 
provisions set out will be rigidly en- 
forced. 


DETAILS OF THE ORDER. 


The order will cover the following 


points: During the president's visit, 
as already published, street car seiv- 
ice will be entirely abandoned on Cal- 
houn, Main and 
Clinton streets, 


within two blocks in all directions 
and on Calhoun street as far as the 
south depot. 


Caihouii street, from Miaiu to Berry, 


with the single exception of the side- 
walk on the west side of Calhouii 
street, will -be entirely closed to both 
vehicles and pedestrians. The presi- 
dential party will come in carriages 
and will be together; they will be un- 
loaded at the west door of the court 
house and the carriages will remain 
there until the president is ready to 
leave. A patrol of police and nation- 
al guard will be on duty on th?t 
square and the trespassers will be re- 
moved and on [possible resistance 
be arrested and locked up. The side- 
walk on the west side of Calhoun 
street will, however, remain open all 
the time. Berry street will be roped 
off at Clinton for 
vehicles only, 


pedestrians, of course, being allowed 
inside the ropes to the points wheie 
the president will speak and where 
the exercises will be held. 
West 


Berry street will be similarly closed 
to vehicles at the alley next to the 
Home billiard hall. Court and Main 
streets will be closed to vehicles al 
the corner of Main, and West Main 
street will be cut off at 
Calhoun 


Both East and West Wayne streets 
will be cut off at Calhoun, and dur- 
ing the entire presidential anarch 
from the court house to the Pennsyl- 
vania depot Calhoun street will be 
kept clear of wagons or vehicles. 


AT SOUTH DEPOT. 


At the south depot Captain StoU 


has made elaborate preparations for 
the preservation 
of space. 
The 


crowd will be kept entirely clear of 
the depot platform and the carriage 
yard will be occupied by the presi 
dential party's carriages only. 
No 


pedestrians will be allowed inside the 
ropes at the south depot. This part 
of the arrangement will probably not 
appear in Superintendent Gorsline's 
circular, the Pennsylvania company's 
force under Captain Stoll having 
charge of that end of the arrange- 
ment. For the president's arrival a 
due regard for safety and comfort has 
likewise prompted unusual arrange- 
ments. Street cars will not run'over 
the lin*e between the down town dis- 
trict and Bloomingdale after 6 o'clock 
until after the president's departure, 
and pedestrians will not be allowed to 
ongregate on the Bloomingdale 
bridge, which will be kept entirely 
free. Several thousand people could 
be massed on the bridge, which woiild 
be dangerous. To prevent a crush at 
the Lake Shore depot upon the ar- 
rival of the president's train Cass 
street will be roped off at the Lake 
Shore hotel and Wells street will be 
closed by a rope extending from the 
northwest comer of the bridge to the 
point of the plat of ground known 
there as "bhe flat-iron." Inside the*>e 
ropes north of the bridge, -absolutely 
no one except the members of the re- 
ception committee, the necessary offi- 
cers and the president's party will be 
permitted. 


ORDER TO BE ENFORCED, 


•Superintendent Gotsline requests 


The Sentinel to emphasize the fact 
that these regulations in all the'r 
phases will be strictly observed and 
that he hopes there will be no 
occasion to use drastic measures to 
enforce them. 
The president will

JOSEPH DENZEL PASSED AWAY

Had Long Beaded in Allen County— 


Death of Stephen Fletcher— 


Other Mortuary Matters. 


Joseph Danzel, for many years a 


prominent Allen >county farmer, died 
shortly 'before 6 o'clock this morning 
tat his 'home in Adams' township, ilve 
miles east of this city.

Superintendent Gorsliue will today 


issue a circular which will detail the 
regulations -which will govern the 
use of streets in the down town dis- 
trict and along- the line of march dur- 
ing f)he president's visit tomorrow. 
He hcpes to prepare the circular in 
time for publication in today's press, 
but may fail in that, so he outlined 
the general tenor of the order, which 
is subject to slight alterations. 
The 


full text will be printed in tomorrow 
morning's Journal-G-aaette and the 
provisions set out will he rigidly en- 
farced. 


DETAILS OF THE ORDER. 


The order will cover the following 


points: Durijig the president's visit, 
as already published, street car serv- 
ice will be entirely abandoned on CaJ- 
houn. Main and 
Clinton 
streets, 


within two blocks in all directions 
and on Cathoun street as far ns the 
south depot. 


Culhouii street, from Main to Berry. 


with the single exception of the side- 
walk 011 the west side of 
Culboim 


fitre-et, will be entirely closed to both 
vehicles and pedestrians. The presi- 
dential party will come in carriages 
and will be together; they will be un- 
loaded at the west door of the court 
house and tho 'carriages will remain 
there until line president is ready to 
leave. A patrol of police and nation- 
al guard will .bo on duty on thi'.t 
square and the tresspassers will be re- 
moved and on possible resistance will 
be arrested and locked up. The side- 
walk on tho west side of CaJhoun 
street will, however, remain open all 
the time.

Some 
years ago tlie Lake Brie manage 
meiit discussed a -branch from No 
blesville 'to Fort (Wayne. This was
